THE UNION DEBATE. 



The question of n □ i t i n g tbe colonial ol 
Vancouver Island and British Columbia bids 
fair to be the most memorable topic in the early 
political history ol the two countries. Yes- 
terday the subject again came before tbe 
.Aiaeinbly according lo uotic8, and in responso 
to communications from His Excellency the 
Governor and the Seeretary of State for tho 
Colonies. A good deal of interest seemed to 
centre on t!io topic by tlio public, but tbe 
members of the Assembly were I'xceodingly 
cautious in their treatment ol the mutter in 
dobate. Mr. DeOosmOS, tho Union chain,, 
pion, was evidently unwilling to discharge all 
his thunder in opening the question, and so 
confined himself to generalities and to ex- 
plaining the nature of tho series ol resolutions 
wtroh he introduced. Mr. Franklin, the anti- 
union spokesman, was sorry that Mr. DeCoi- 
rnos had said so little, because it left him but 
email Bcope in his argument. Ho wished to 
Bee Mr. DeUosmos' union castle or fortifica- 
tion, with all its elaborate defences, that he 
might demolish tbe works by a new system of 
throwing projectilos that had pretty nearly 
destroyed all his own political friends, and 
which was thorefore especially calculated to 
annihilate his political foes. Mr. Franklin, 
although confined in bis attack, nevertheless 
went in, and after showing how utterly absurd 
was the question of uniting the two colonies, 
proceeded to build up a little scheme of his 
own by which the colonies could tie brought 
together under s lederal system of Govern- 
ment, a little less cumbrous than that 
advocuted by Mr. DcCosmos. After this 
little tournament between Ihe two knights, 
there was a dreary, oppressive silence. Every- 
body thought something should be done, and 
nobody seemed either willing or able to do 
it. An appealing look was cast by some of 
the rnombera of the committee at the Speak- 
er, but that gentleman contented hiinsell 
with raising bis eye-brows about an eighth 
of an inch, and giving his shoulders a hope- 
less sbrng. Any friend of tho Northern 
States would have lelt at this particular 
juncturo exceedingly anxious about the 
" Union cause." After fifteen minutes of 
profound do-nothingism, Dr. Trimble rose 
and proposed, no doubt ironically, " that the 
committeo should rise and report progress," 
which tho committee accordingly did, and 
than tho first day's debate ended. 

The scheme — or rather schemes — of Mr. 
DeCosmos for uniting the colonies may be 
thns briefly summed u >. A Legislative Union, 
'vith two Houses of Legislature ; the Upper 
to comprise an equal number of representa- 
tives from both colonies : the Lower to com- 
mence wilh fifteen members lur ouch colony, 
but aDy future increase to be regulated by 
population. The right of taxation in each 
oolony to rest only with the majority ol eaoh 
colony's representatives. Providing ibis 
Boheme is not practicable, a lederal uniou is 
proposed which dillers frum the foregoing in 
this respect, that the combined l.egis'ature 
becomei a federal ono and deals with all 
questions which are ol common Interest to 
both colonies, and controls the Crown reve- 
nues. Questions ol local interest, euch as tax- 
ation, 4c, to be dealt wilh by tbe same 
representatives, but in their local capacity. 
Mr. Franklin's scheme is lo unite the 
colonies by the very slight thread of a fede- 
ration, composed of six members — three from 
each colony — whose duties will be confined 
to legislating upon 6ueh topics as postal com- 
munication, immigration, joint loans, kc. It 
will be readily perceived thai Mr. De Cos- 
mos' schemes differ more in tho name than in 
tbe actual working. The Legislative union 
which he proposes ia made, by Ihe stipula- 
tions in reference to taxation, Ate, nothing 
rnoro nor less than a federal one — at lenst 
such a lederal one as is propounded in the 
second series of bis resolutions. Ju both his 
plans this gentleman very adroitly destroys 
all objections to union on tho score ol inter- 
fering wilh the Iree port, by virtually 
leaving tho inhabitants to manage their local 
aflairs. .Mr. Franklin's federal scheme holds 
out no political inducement whatever to 
British Columbia. It makes no provision 
that the present represent? live abortion of 
the neighboring colony shall give way to u 
more enlightened system of government ; but 
creates the anomaly ol a representation in the 
federal Legislature, while the lonal govern- 
ment is an oligarchy of olrioiala. 

Thero ate, of course, defects in the 
schemes propounded by .Mr. DeCosmos, as 
must nocessanly be tho cuse in all half 
measures. There exist, however, prejudices 
against which the legislator, if he wishes lo 
be successful, mint not attempt to run his 
head, and Mr. DeCosmos has framed his re 
solutions in such a manner as lo avoid com- 
ing in contact wilh uny particular class of 
politicians. We do nr.t attempt in this 
article to go into the merits ol the question ; 
but we wish to .draw the attention of the 
House to n few important particulars in con- 
nection with the mntlor ns it at present 
Hands. It must be known to ever) member 
of tho Assembly that Ihe people of Vancou 
ver Island have as yot expressed no opinion 
on the question ol union. The views given 
in the House by the members are merely the 
individual opinions of thono members; for Ihe 
subjeot has never yet been made a test ques- 
tion at any electioneering contest. The same 
may be said of British Columbia. Ho far, we 
havo only heard in that colony tho opinions of 
fire gentlemen, who represent the various 
electoral districts, and ten officials— all ami- 
able gentlemen enough — but who represent 
nothing but their own personal interests. The 
expression given in our own Legislature ai 
well as that given in die Council of British 
Columbia, may bo tbe true exprewaion of the 
public opinion of the respective colonies, an i 
as such would bring things to a dead lock at 
onoe; but wo have got no proof of the fact 
It is evident, tbereforo, that tho publio 
opinion must be consulted. It is just 
possible lliat the result of an ap- 
peal to the inhabitants of boih colo- 
nics would be bitterly averse to union 
or vice versa. In any case it will not do for 
the House to come lo any decision upon the 
mailer without a public vole. Wo do not 
want to see the time of Ihu country wasted 
in doing what may have lo be undone. We 
would, therefore, suggest, now that the subjeot 
has corns up in u definite form in the Houbb, 
that tho question should be submitted to the 
people, and i tint some of the most prominent 
members should visit Btiiish Columbia, to 
lay Ihe mailer cltaily before ibe inhabi- 
tant!, so thai they also may votu advisedly. 
The plan whioh^ve propositi will take time, 
no doubt, but it will bo tho quickest aud 
ihe only satiafaotory way to decido tho ques- 
tion.

Ring, who appeared for tho defence, asccr- | 
tained from the ootnpluinant that the Miners 
Kichange contained a number of beds lor 
ihe accommodation of travellers.

THB BANK ROBBERY CASE. 

Josiah Batnett, arrested on suspicion of 
being implicated in the robbery of Mncdou- 
ald's bank, appeared on remand yesterday in 
the Polico Court. Mr. Drake delendod the 
accused, and Mr. Sebright (Jrocn walohed 
tho proceedings for Mnodonald &l Co. 

Mr. Green applied for a summons lo be is- 
sued against the proprietors of Iho Evening 
Express to compel iheir attendance in oourl. 

Mr. I'emborton— On what grounds! 

Mr. Green slated that ihoy had made pub- 
lic statements which led to the inference (hat 
'they wero aware of corlain oircuinslnueas 
connected with this matter, and as Mossrs. 
Macdonald ft Co. wero anxious that every 
thing should bo brought forward that aould 
throw light upon the alfair nfler tho insinu- 
ations which bad been thrown out, ho thought 
their evidence should bo forthcoming. An 
article which appeared in a copy of the eve- 
ning paper in question, which ho held in his 
hand, conlainod sufficient to justify the ap- 
plication. Messrs. Macdonald had no wish 
to screen Ihe accusod, who if guilty of the 
offence charged, should bo rigorously pun- 
ished. 

The Magistrate said ho hod already re- 
fused a similar npplieation as he did not wish 
lo act too hastily, but the polico would be 
directed to iiiatilulo inquiries, and the nppli - 
cation mighl bo renewed, though ho did not 
seo Ihat any good could rosull Irom it. 

The inquiry was then proceeded with. 

Mr. Waddell being sworn, cnnfnnod 1) is 
deposition made Sept. 2!ld, v hich was as 
follows : I am manager ol Messrs. Macdonald 
& Co. Bankers, Yates street. Yesterday I 
afternoon the sum of three thousand five hun J 
dred pounds sterling in sovereigns, and seven 
thousand live hundred dollars in noiesof the | 
Iiritish Hank of North' America, in all i 
making twenty-live thousand dollars were 
received at the bunk from tho Bank of Brit- 
ish North America. This money was 
originally intende 1 us a roinillanca to Cari- j 
boo. 1 afterwards deoided lo reduce tho < 
amonnl of such rctniianco by Ihe amount of 
one thousand sovereigns und requested Josiah 
liamejt, cashier nnd book keeper employed 
at the bank to lake that thousand sovereigns 
from a bag containing Iwo thousand i 
and ha did so. About ten o'clock al 
night I saw dosiah Barn -It with what I be- j 
licve was a bag of sovereigns, and ho wa» ; 
going lo put them in the outside sale, what 
wo cull the paper safe. I never recollect 
money having boon put in Ihat safe. I re- 
marked casually had you nnt bolter put it in 
tho vault. He said something to the effect 
that Ihe outside or was the belter side ol 
the two. The sab) to which I allude us the j 
' outside safe " is situated in Ihe central room, 
and iho vault is in lha bark. J believe he I 
put Ihe bug of money referred lo in the vault, 
and the balance ol the twenty-five thousand 
dollars was all put in the vault. Just before 
finishing aiy correspondence, Harnett re- 
marked something Lo die ellect that there 
was some kind ol eombittntion about ihe lock 
ol the vault safe which he wished he 
understood, and which he said Mr. Mac- 
donald had once shown nnd explained 
to him, but that ho hud forgotten the expla- 
nation, and he thought that il he took it out 
he could not put it back agaiu. 1 believe ho 
has mentioned that lo uiu before. Alter my 
correspondence was finished and 1 was about 
to leave in company with Harnett, Mr. R, T. 
Smith came in. Alter arranging with Mr. 
Smith to meet nt the office al nine o'clock 
prompt (ho following morning, we all three 
left the office and went lo the Colonial Res- 
taurant. It, was ten minutes past ten 
o'clock when we arrived du re. Mr. Harnelt 
closed the whole of Iho premises with tho ex- 
ception of the front door, which 1 locked. 
Harnett gave ml the key of the vault sale 
before 1 left. 1 wns going to put it where 
it is usually kepi, hut he said 1 bad better 
put it in my pocket. I did so. I have ibis 
inor ,ing discovered Ihat the bank has been 
robbed daring the night and a certain sum 
of money stolen theiefrorn ; to wit, seventeen 
thousand five hundred dollars and upwards 
in gold coin, seven thousand five hundred 
dollars in BriiisH Mink ol America noles, and 
about throe thousand dollars in Macdonald & 
Co's bank notes, besides a Miinll quantity of 
gold dust. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Uruke — I look the 
management of tho Bank in June last; Mr. 
Harnett was book beeper and cashier, and 
hud everything under Ins management ex- 
cept correspondence and general finance 
The key ol the vault was hidden in 5 ot 6 I 
different places, sometimes in n drawer. On - 
one occasion we hud about $11)0,0110 in the 1 
vault; 1 locked the vault mysell and put Ihe 
key in tny pocket; I never Baw tho rings ! 
with the keys on (produced) until they were j 
in the lian Is of Ihe police, tine of Ihe keys 
resembles one of cur keys that used lo hang | 
on a braes nail; we had several keys; another 
key tesornblos the koy of the back door j 
which has been lost (nr some lime; another 
which is bent,"looks like tho key of the J 
vault. Tho look of the door leading from I 
the back otiice 1 think bears marks ol vio 
lenco. I cannot sny Ihat the ketch pro- 
duced was taken oil' aflur ihe door had been j 
opened; it is my opinion that crow-bor had 
been introduced through a hole; 1 first heard j 
nf the robbery about half.pasl 7, frosi tho 1 
old man who cleans the office; I got down 
about 8 o'rlook und found a policeman in 
ehargs; I then left lo find Mr. Smith, who 
I kuew was ill town; tho safe in Mr. Mac- j 
douald's room is considered u good one, it 
has a combination lock; I have hoard that 
the lock ol tho vault is n combination one. 
but don't know much about it; Mr. Smith 
and Mr Barnett had not left the Colonial 1 
Ihe previous night whon 1 Islt; I behove j 
they were taking oyslers when I left. 

Hy tho Court — Wo do not keep much j 
mooey in the Bank of British North America 
lor any length ol time. We keep large sums i 
usually ;n ihe vault. The sale lock is easily 
opened ; so easily, in fact, thai 1 have seen J 
Mr Harnett ti pen it with the handle ol a 
knife. It required to be turned several times. 1 
I think it likely I may have opened it the 
samej way mysell wheu somebody had 
taken the key away. 1 don't remember do- 
ing io. We kept various balances in the 
bank lor our own requirements — generally 
$5000 anil ■'1500110. 'I'bure was no difference 
wbatovcr in the bank on Ihe night ol iho rob- 
bery to any oilier night. The safe oould jest 
as easily have been robbed on any other 
night, tin tho <Jii y before the robbery I think 
we paid away about 818,000 to §110,000. Mr. 
Barnett paid tho dtalts on us. On the pre- 
vious night we lind iiboul S.'IOOO nr $4001). i 
Uy iho Court— Then how could 825,000 bo | 
■tolen an 1 about 820,000 paid away without 
balance of about 85000. Where 



I'ekice officer North proved the condition 
in which the premises were found on the 
morning ol the robbery; Dogherty told him 
the back window had been opened. 1>nl it was 
then shut; ascended the ladder and saw ihe 
bucket produced on the roof; observed n sad- 
dle bag and other things scattered around ; 
one of the keys produced was on iho ring 
nnd wns in tho look of iho vault ; the other 
ring had no keys on it nnd was lying in the 
vuult ; Iwo or three hoys wore lying on the 
mantel piece; tho old man (Dogherty) look 
them and placed them ou the floor, saying 
that be had found Ibein in Ihat position ; Mr. 
Wadded came in nnd showed witness some 
other ke>9 in a drawer ; he said he tlir.uglit 
those keys which I had picked up were nol 
in tho place before; Ihe frame of the lock on 
the inner duor had been cut by violoncc. 

Dogherty, recalled— Said ihe bucket pro- 
duced had contained ashes and stood outsido 
the door. 

Sergt. Wilmer, sworn — I was in ihe bnnk 
on ihe morning of iho robbery, whan Mr. 
Barnett enmo there and said to young Wad- 
dell (!) " What a strange thing 1 wanted to 
place tho money in the combination safo and 
your father told mo 1 had better put il in the 
other one." On Friday mottling when I ex- 
amined Iho premises, tho door leading from 
the outer to the inner office was uninjured, 
and on Saturday L noticed a pieco had been 
cut out. 

Hy Mr. Drake — The pieco was cut from 
the edge ol Ihe door opposite the lock. Did 
not seo the keys and other things there ex- 
cept the rope. I was the first officer down. 
I was in the coll with Sorgennt Blake anil 
will swear thai be asked Barnett no ques- 
tions in my presence. 1 hoard him ask 
questions in Ihe yard. It was nothing ma- 
terial. 1 heard lilnkc warn him. Don't re- 
member the exact words of the warning. It 
was a uautiou. 

Mr. Drake — Thai will do ; there's a pair 
ol yon. 

Mr. Pemberton— What's Ihat? 

Mr. Drake — I say llu're : s a pair of ser- 
geants ; one swears one thing and the other 
the opposite. 

Mr. I'enibertori — Can you point out any- 
thing in which they contradicted each other? 

AU. 1). — Certainly. One swears that Itlnke 
asked no question' when be was in Ihe Dell. 
Blake swears he did. Wilmer swears Hlnke 
cautioned Barnoll. Hlako swears ho didn't. 

Guy Huston— I saw the key in the hands of 
the policeman. Tried it in the vnull look, 
und il fated so well that I remarked it must 
huvo been made for it. '1 ho lock of the 
middle door when I lirst saw il seemed in 
good repair. It is now in bad repair, I made 
it so niiself in making experiments in Ihe 
presence of Mr. Alport, lo show that in my 
opinion the bolt could not have been 
forced with the poker. I can delect do brass 
on ihe end ol the piker produced. The 
hasp produced has been abused, it may have 
been done while iho door was shut. Il the 
wood-work was suliiciently cut away, there 
would be no occasion to force the bolt. The 
The wood-work is cut away. 

M. Fetiillet, locksmith, of .Johnson siren!, 
was examined, and confirmed the inlormnlion 
laid by him on Ihe day of tl.u robbery, to Ihe 
ellect thai Bunion hud ordered him, about 10 
months ago, to inuke a brass key for the 
vault in place of one he said ho had lost. He 
made the key, and was paid for it. Also 
tnnde two iron keys previously fur the bank, 
but could not swear to any of the keys, 
lie thought one ol the iron keys produced 
was made by him 

Hy Mr. Drake — Have made several keys 
for McDonald &. Co ; kept no books; bill pro 
duced is the bill lor Iho key of Iho vault 
ordered by Barnett; it is receipted and might 
have been paitl If) months ago. (The bill 
bears dale 15th April, 1S63) ; took the lock 
off with a sledge hammer and took ihe lock 
home. 

Mr. Drake here produced three accounts 
for keys previously mnde by witness lor Mac- 
donuld .t Co , which witness said were his. 
He would not swear to the keys produced, 
but believed the one key joined wnh brayis was 
made by him. There was no secrecy about 
the muking of the key. ll took about twenty 
minutes to remove the luck and longer to re- 
place it. It whs done in open day. 

This concluded the evidence lor the pro- 
secution. 

Mr. Drake said he had a number of wit- 
nesses to call, and could salisfuclorily ac- 
count for Mr. Harnett's proceedings on ihat 
eventful night, but unlets Sergeant Blake had 
oilier witnesses lo call lliero was not a tittle 
of evidence against Barnett. 

Mr. Pem. — 1 shall of course ho.ir anv wit- 
nesses you may cull. It may be necessary to 
remand the accused until Mr. Maudonnld's 
return. 

Mr. I> — Ho cannot he down for two 
weeks, but it would take n pair ol very 
strong spectacles to see one word in the ovi 
dence against Burnett. 

Mr. I'.— That's nut lor you lo say. I will 
hear your witnesses. 

Henry llushten, sworn — About half-past 
ten on Thursday night 1 saw Mr. iiaruclt at 
tho door of tho Colonial Hotel with Mr. 
Smith. I was in Harnett's company till 
nearly one o'clock, nnd he was never out of 
my sight. 

William Charles Robinson, sworn — 1 met 
Mr. Barnett and Mr. Rushton at iho Occiden- 
tal at about half-past 11 o'clock, and was in 
their company until nearly one u'clock, I 
left Rushton at the corner of Bastion street 
aud left Harnett ut the corner of Fort street 
going horn: at about one o'clock. 

Charles Clark, sworn — Said Barnell lived 
with him nnd had lo puss through his room 
lo reach his own bod room. Remembered 
Harnett passing through to his bed room 
about ono o'clock on the morning ol Ihe 
Hank robbery. Saw him get into bed. Saw 
bun in bed at half-past B in the morning. 
No person could have passed through with- 
out witness being aware ot it, nor could any 
movemeul have laken place ill Harnett's 
room with oh his hearing it. The looms lud

Mr. Drake justified tho part he had taken 
and complained of the manner he had been 
treated by Ihe 'court on the last occnaion 
when dealing with tho police. The magis- 
trate however of course had the right to pre- 
clude him if he thought fit from appearing 
before him.

UNION OF TUK COLONIES. 

The House went iulo committee on this 
question. I'ho Speaker had some diffioully in 
procuring a member to take the chair, several 
declining. Dr. Dickson ut length Consented 
to preside. 

Mr. DeiCosmosin rising to open the debate 
said he did not intend logo into tho question 
at any grent longth, nor lo enter into details, as 
he supposed lion, members hail already mado 
lbeir minds rip on the mutter. Hereafter, 
whon il,l)*rent views on Iho subject might bo 
presented, he would probably take more time 
to go into tho question. The union of tho 
colonies of British Colombia and Vancouver 
Island hud boon brought before the public, 
by the Duke of Newcastle during a previous 
session, and tho question had been taken up 
and debated at groal length in tho House. 
Various views were expressed during that de- 
bate, one parly being lor an active Legisla- 
tive Union, another for n federal union, and 
» third being opposed lo any union whatover. 
Thu results c f that debate were lo present 
more enlarged views ol the question in the 
House, und moro correct notions of the 
position ol affairs to ihe country nl large. 
Since that time certain resolutions ha I been 
sent home in February last, asking for the 
appointment of one Governor lor tho two 
colonics. Subsequent to Ibis the Governors 
ol tho Iwo colonics have received messages 
from tlio Homo GovernmenI culling their at- 
tention to the question of union, and His 
Kxcollency Governor Kennedy had in his 
opening speech asked the House of Assembly 
lo give Inni their views on tho matter. It 
now devolved on the House lo say whether 
they were io favor of Union ur not. He would 
s'.ato thai there were, ill the litsl 
place, Imperial reasons for a anion of the 
colonies. The Imperial GovernmenI held 
itself responsible, and wo looked to it for pro- 
tection. The new Colonial policy of the 
Homo Government was to make the colonies 
provide for their own defence, in a military 

p t of view at least. The navy was rather 

different. It was therefore desirable In re- 
lieve the Imperial Government from having 
to defend Iwo separate colonies, by uniting 
theiu in one. The next point w ,s that the 
Homo Government's policy now was to make 
Ihe colonies sell supporting. On that bus:B 
two Governors bad been sent instead ol one as 
formerly ; u Covemor hail been sent to this 
Colony, und a large civil list had been asked. 
The Crown is interested in there being pro- 
per provision made lor tier officers, but not in 
dividing ihe country up into two or luree 
patty colonies with separate governors and 
stalls ol ollicials for each. If Iho opini ill ol 
Hor Majesty's Government wero asked, like 
all disinterested and impartial people they 
can only look on the colonies as united. The 
Crown was evidently disposed to proieot tho 
Imperial exchequer and Imperial lax-payers, 
and it was also our duly to protect our own 
reveuue and our own tax-payers. But theru 
were also colonial interests to be consulted 
in this union. We were people of the same 
rncu, Ilia same language, the same laws, pro- 
tected by tne same Government, and there 
was no just reason why wc should be sepa- 
rated. Another reu-ou was that the colonies 
were intimately connected in a business p out 
of view, aud a union would remove, some ol 
Ihe obstructions to business which now exist. 
There were great difficulties in regard lu the 
courts of law, winch were so palpable to every 
hon. member as to require no remark. Hon 
gentlemen would ulso recollect the blow that 
was lately struck by British Columbia at our 
c asting trade, the effects of which had been 
felt here and might bo still more so. He 
mighl go on giving instance after instance in 
favor of union, bul he would now take up the 
principles uf the question and leave details 
for future discussion, lie had therefore pre- 
pared tho fullowing resolutions, which he 
begged to lay belore the House :

Witness locked tho Irent door him- 
sell ; Bure Ihe inner door was locked because 
be tried it b'nusuif, Never heard or saw tho 
key belore which was lound in iho vault lock. 
We left iho bank about 10 u'olock. 

Mr. 1'emberton said ho would call attention 
to the facl thai prisoner had not accounted in 
any way lor the koy which was traced to 
him. 

Mr. Drake — The key lias nol been traced 
to Harnett. The only evidence is thai a key 
was made. The manager or any other per- 
son might have bei u taken up in Iho same 
manner, became thov could not trace a lost 
koy, but Barnett, because ho was a clerk in 
thi) bank, was seined upon und suspicion 
fastened upon him. Ho called upon the 
court to discharge Barnett, but if the Court 
was of opinion that the slightest shndo of 
suspicion rested upon him, hu (Mr. I)) wish- 
ed to nddross the Court. 

Mr. Drake was told to proceed and did so, 
commenting strongly on tho testimony of 
Sergeant Hlnke, whoso evidence lie said must 
be entirely discarded since it was contradicted 
by a brother officer. Tho eyes of tho police 
he said had been blinded by iho 91,000 and 
ho asked that Ihe character uf Harriett should 
not be impugned by them, lie went over tho 
evideuoo udduccd for lha prosecution, nnd 
compared it with that for the defence, asking 
where was the imputation upon which Bar- 
nett was lo havo his character blackened by 
being .charged with so serious an offence 
They had got hold of the wrung man. Mr. 
Drake on concluding his remarks was ap- 
plauded. 

Mr. I'emborton aoid ho should bo sorry to 
make any remarks which might rolled upon 
the young man's oliaracter, but ho thought 
ihe ends of publig justice would be bolter 
served by tho accused being remanded until 
Mr. Maodonald's roitiru. 

Mr. Drake— -Mr. Harnett's character is 
above imputation. 

Mr. Pemberlon — You havo nccotinted by 
your evidonOH fully for the accused on tho 
night of tho robbory, but you forget that suth 
a thing as an accessory exislu,ns well as princi- 
pal. However I do pot wish to say anything

because the "Governor wns not ubiquitous, 
and to meet the wishes or tho people of that 
colony the Iwo Governors hnd been appoint- 
ed. His hon. colleague had presented Im- 
perial reasons for union ; he [Mr. F| would 
admit that lliere were some reasons— the du- 
tios of the Colonial Office would doubtless be 
lessened somewhat by having only one Go- 
vernor to correspond with. But tho hon. 
gentleman gave another reason, via., that the 
Imperial Government had intruduoed a dif- 
ferent eolouinl policy — that of proposing to 
cast adrift the colonies — to leavo Ihoui lo 
their own resources — 

Mr. DeCosmos corrected the hon. gentle- 
man ; ho hnd said that the policy was lo 
mado the colonies provide their own de- 
fences. 

Mr. Franklin said the question of defence 
had been debated at homo, and urged that 
thut the policy should nol find an echo nere. 
British Colombia was almost a Crown colony ; 
Vancouver Island was different, having re- 
presentation institutions, but in Iho sister 
colony it was not so, nnd Ihe responsibility of 
the dobis of the colony rested with the Crown 
(oh, oh ! and laughter.) The system tindir 
which the taxes were levied in British Co 
lumbia was c.onttary to tho British constitu- 
tion (oh, oh !) He wished the House lo im- 
press on Iho Home Government thai wc were 
nol prepared lo lake on ourselves all the 
burden of our defences. His hon. colloague 
had adduced colonial reasons for union, but 
he (Mr. Franklin) thought that the weight 
of colonial reasons were for the present state 
of .things. Those colonies had u small popu- 
lation but an iinincnso area ; it was easier lo 
govern the whole ol London with its three 
millions nl people, than British Columbia 
with its sparse population scattered over 
200,000 squares miles. The development of 
British Columbia had been neglected ; the 
Governor had been iu ono spot whon he 
should be in another, and thus important in- 
terests wero neglected. He would point out 
the ease ol the Kootauaia mines, an old min- 
ing district, where a great many foreign 
miners had gone in to the serious injury and 
detriment of the British Columbian revenue, 
and nothing had been done. The area of 
the colony was so grent that the Government 
could not do justice to all parts of it. Van- 
couver Island, on tho contrary, is small in 
aroa, but sufficiently extensive lo be a British 
oolony ; it is beyond the general avoiage of 
Britisn colonies in sizu nnd resources. Aus- r 
iralia hinl first but one Government, 
but il was now divided into six or seven 
different colonies. In British Columbia the 
population was a floating one, while Van- 
couver Island had a settled people, commer- 
cial nild maritime, had miuerula of the baser 
sort aud would ultimately be manufacturing. 
We hud different systems of collecting our 
revenue, one by diroct, the other by indirect 
taxation, and it would bu unwise lo make a 
change. British Columbia was not fitted by 
heir floating population lor popular institu- 
tions. Our policies did not agree, theirs 
was mineral, and it might be, agricultural, 
while ours was commercial. With regard 
to our taxation, no worn not willing lo leave 
il to a popular assembly meeting at New 
Westminster to deoiitn how it should be levied. 
As to n fodoral union, there were various 
great questions on which iho two colonies 
should act in concert, but tha monetary af- 
fairs of each should be kept distinctly sep- 
arate. Tim extent of his idea of federal 
union would be that tin ee members or dele- 
gates from each colony should meet and dis- 
cuss snd recommend lo their several gov- 
ernments mea'iure.-i of a national character, 
such as railroads, telegraphs, postal affairs, 
immigration, joint loans, Indian uffairs, law 
courts, etc. In lour or rive years the eolo- 
uies would be in a better state lor taking up 
tha serious question of a lull legislative 
union. Mr. Franklin concluded by saying 
that he was not prepared to go further into 
the question at prosunt, but Imped Io have a 
future opportunity to go more at length into 
tlio matter. 

The Committee hero rose and reported 
progress and the House adjourned lill to- 
day (Tuesday >.
